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INTRODUCTION. 

Whether the " labor question ^^ be approached by the man who 

finds that " things as they are, are good enough for me/' or by him 

who sees and is striving for a better industrial life, he needs to 

know the best which has been thought and written in the worid. 

(' If his thinking is less than this, if it is confined to economic 

thought, he loses sight of important aspects of the subject. There 

;. is, however, great need at the present time of definite information 

li^ on the question in its specific forms. It was to facilitate the search 

for this information that this handbook was undertaken. 

Only secondarily will the book count as a bibliographical con- 
tribution. Care has been given to every detail that would further 
the main purpose, and in all particulars it has been the endeavor 
to be correct, but in the case of exact titles, it is well to warn 
the bibliographer not to accept these lists as final. 

The task of selecting **the more important literature '' has 
been a tedious one, and the result only partially satisfactory. Liter- 
w ature has probably been omitted which would have added to the 
V^ ,, usefulness of the work. Each addition has been made in view of 
'>^ "* its general merit; or because it treated some new phase of the sub- 
^ ject; or because the experience of the author was of interest on ac- 
1/ count of his associations in the industrial world, or his connection 
with the labor movement. 

The classes into which the subject has been divided are so 
^*^ closely inter-related that some titles might appear properly under 
nearly every heading, and in some cases a title has been entered 
several times. But it seemed on the whole a helpful plan to depend 
upon the references from one class to another and minimize repeti- 
tion of titles. 

In the annotations valuation of the books has been generally 
avoided; the notes are an attempt to explain, more fully than the 
titles, the contents of the books. 

Particular attention has been given to government publica- 
tions and pamphlet literature. The public is, in ordinary cases, re- 
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minded of the existence of a book through its publishers and book- 
sellers, while government publications, pamphlets and reports are 
lost sight of. Many libraries are still neglectful of collecting this 
material, notwithstanding a new appreciation of its value. It is 
hoped that this book will help to make these publications accessi- 
ble to the general reader, and to follow out this idea the addresses 
of societies will be found in the list of publishers, appended. 

It has been possible to omit the periodical literature, which 
is very important, because it is already so well indexed. 
" Poole's Index," beginning with 1802 and brought down to the 
present time by the " Annual Literary Index,*' with the '^ Cumula- 
tive Index " and the index in each number of the " Eeview of Re- 
views'' makes the periodical literature always accessible down to 
the present month. 

It is difficult to know how to make acknowledgment 
of the assistance received in the compilation of this work. 
Suggestions have been received from Professors Jeremiah W. 
Jenks, Richard T. Ely, Edward W. Bemis and John R. Commons, 
Mrs. Eliza W. Twitchell, Mr. James F. Rhodes, Mr. Benjamin R.
